I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  of  the  City  for  the  year  1948,  as  required  by  the 
Sanitary  Officers  (Outside  London)  Regulations,  1935,  on  the 
lines  laid  down  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No.  3/49.  It 
includes  the  report  on  sanitary  work  by  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

Legislation. 

By  the  coming  into  force  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  1946,  on  5th  July,  1948,  the  City  Health  Department,  from 
that  date,  ceased  to  be  responsible  for  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Scheme,  the  Diphtheria  Immunisation  Clinic  and  the 
Home  Help  Service,  all  of  which  passed  to  the  control  of  the 
County  Council  ; and  of  the  City  Isolation  Hospital,  which 
became  a function  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  Birth  Rate  showed  a slight  drop  as  compared  with  1947 
(19.19  as  against  22.0)  while  the  Birth  Rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  17.9. 

The  Death  Rate  was  10.54  as  against  12.4  for  1947,  and  10.8 
for  England  and  Wales. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was  39.73  per  1,000  live  births, 
as  compared  with  30.6  for  1947  and  34.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  estimated  population  at  mid-year  1948  was  32,150, 
which  shows  a very  slight  increase  over  1947  (31,870). 

Health  Education. 

During  the  year  a course  of  instruction  was  held  for  food- 
handlers,  etc.,  giving  advice  and  instruction  regarding  the  pre- 
vention of  food-borne  diseases. 

Housing. 

During  the  year  174  new  dwelling  houses  were  completed — 
159  by  the  Local  Authority  and  15  by  other  bodies  or  persons. 
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43  dwelling  houses  subject  to  Demolition  or  Clearance 
Orders  were  occupied  under  licence,  35  as  dwelling  houses  and  8 
for  non-residential  purposes. 

The  number  of  houses  awaiting  demolition  under  Demoliton 
or  Clearance  Orders  is  96. 

Sewage  Disposal. 

A noteworthy  event  has  been  the  commencement  of  work 
upon  a new  Sewage  Purification  Plant.  The  work  is  being  done 
in  two  stages,  commencing  with  the  physical  side,  and  progressing 
later  to  the  biological  side. 

Infectious  Disease. 

Notifiable  infectious  disease  was  not  prevelant  during  the 
year,  all  such  showing  an  appreciable  drop,  with  the  exception  of 
Whooping  Cough,  where  a considerable  rise  was  recorded. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  express  my  gratitude  for  the 
sympathy  and  consideration  you  have  given  to  all  matters  laid 
before  you. 

Also  I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation 
received  from  my  colleagues  in  your  service,  and  of  the  loyalty, 
willingness  and  enthusiasm  shown  by  all  members  of  my  staff.

SANITARY  CIRCUiVISTANCES  IN  THE  AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Corporation  Waterworks. 

The  supply  is  taken  from  the  river  Wye  and  treated  by 
settlement,  filtration  through  slow  sand  filters  and  chlorination. 
Samples  were  submitted  regularly  for  Bacteriological  Examination. 

So  far  as  the  works  are  concerned  there  have  been  no  ex-‘ 
tensions  or  improvements,  although  much  thought  has  been 
given  during  the  year  to  certain  possibilities  in  this  direction. 
The  most  positive  action  has  been  taken  in  regard  to  repairs  to 
No.  5 Eilter  Bed  and  Clear  Water  Well  and  whilst  the  steps  taken 
in  regard  to  the  latter  have  been  almost  entirely  successful,  much 
still  remains  to  be  done  to  the  former  where  the  wastage  of  water 
is  still  very  serious.  The  important  question  of  the  purification 
of  the  water  has  been  under  review  and  whilst  no  alterations  have 
so  far  been  made,  such  matters  as  residual  chlorine  recorders  and 
more  positive  methods  of  dosing  with  chlorine  have  been,  and  are 
continuing  to  receive  attention.  More  recently  the  advantages 
of  break-point  chlorination  have  been  considered  and  there  may 
possibly  be  some  developments  in  this  direction  in  due  course. 
In  regard  to  filtration,  the  possible  use  of  the  battery  of  pressure 
filters  installed  during  the  war  has  been  carefully  considered,  but 
it  does  not  appear  practicable  to  use  them  effectively  and  they  are 
to  be  disposed  of.  This  does  not  mean  that  this  particular  method 
of  filtration  is  to  be  disregarded  but  it  would  obviously  need  a 
major  scheme  of  considerable  magnitude  to  substitute  mechanical 
pressure  filtration  for  the  existing  slow  sand  filters.  Such  a 
change  would  be  linked  with  other  major  operations  as  for  example 
the  co-ordination  of  all  pumping  plant  in  one  building. 

In  regard  to  new  mains  the  most  important  works  have  been 
carried  out  in  Holmer  Road,  where  560  yds.  of  6 ins.  main  have 
been  laid,  on  the  Holmer  Street  Housing  Site,  where  500  yds.  of 
4 ins.  main  have  been  laid,  and  the  new  Hunderton  School  site, 
where  a length  of  50  yds.  of  new  3 ins.  main  has  been  provided. 

The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  [a)  in 
quality,  {h)  in  quantity.

All  premises  in  the  City,  with  the  exception  of  7 houses 
supplied  from  wells,  receive  the  supply  direct  from  the  Corporation 
water  mains. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Sewer  extensions  have  been  carried  out  on  the  Holmer 
Road,  Service  Road  and  the  Holmer  Street  Housing  Site,  whilst  a 
start  has  been  made  in  resuming  periodic  sewer  flushings  which 
have  been  neglected  for  some  years.  The  provisions  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  and  Hereford  Corporation  Act,  1936,  are 
operated  to  maintain  the  drainage  of  private  properties. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

There  are  74  dwelling  houses  and  one  factory  (saw  mill)  all 
outside  the  City  Sewerage  System  making  use  of  conservancy 
closets.  All  other  premises  are  provided  with  water  closets. 

Public  Cleansing  and  Salvage. 

Apart  from  the  introduction  of  three  new  freighters  on  the 
collecting  system,  there  have  been  no  outstanding  developments 
in  connection  with  the  former,  however,  the  matter  of  complete 
re-organisation  has  been  under  continuing  consideration  and 
whilst  no  major  adjustments  have  been  made  there  will  be 
sporadic  adjustments  leading  to  a more  systematic  arrangement. 

The  disposal  plant  has  quite  obviously  reached  the  limit  of 
its  capacity  and  there  will  be  need  for  early  extensions  to  cope 
with  the  growing  quantities  of  refuse. 

The  collection  of  salvage  is  continuing  satisfactorily  and  there 
have  been  two  special  drives  with  regard  to  waste  paper.  The 
cumulative  figures  serve  to  demonstrate  the  value  of  this  service, 
and  particularly  does  this  apply  in  connection  with  kitchen 
waste.  During  the  past  year  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  has  made  the  Kitchen  Waste  (Licensing  of  Private 
Collectors)  (Extensions)  Order,  1948,  which  has  had  the  effect 
of  concentrating  the  greater  part  of  kitchen  waste  collection  and 
sterilisation  in  the  hands  of  the  City  Council,  and  the  results 
have  produced  larger  quantities  of  kitchen  swill  for  processing. 
Early  in  the  new  year  a large  addition  to  the  existing  arrangements 
will  involve  the  collection  of  swill  from  the  R.A.F.  Camp,  Creden- 
hill  and  the  boiling  plant  is  being  augmented  accordingly.

Samples  placed  in  Grades  1 and  2 are  deemed  satisfactory, 
and  those  in  Grades  3 and  4 unsatisfactory.  In  the  latter  cases  a 
special  inspection  was  made  of  the  methods  of  manufacture  and 
handling. 

From  table  B it  will  be  seen  that  63%  of  all  samples  were 
satisfactory,  thus  showing  that  the  traders  generally  are  en- 
deavouring to  maintain  a high  standard  of  hygiene.

Lectures  to  Food  Handlers. 

Although  a fairly  high  hygienic  standard  has  always  been 
maintained  by  persons  engaged  in  the  food  trades  in  the  City, 
it  was  though  advisable  to  arrange  lectures  to  such  people  by  a 
bacteriologist  on  the  sources  of  food  poisoning. 

Two  meetings  were  arranged  and  held  at  the  Town  Hall. 
The  first  on  29th  June,  1948,  when  approximately  250  food 
handlers  attended.  At  this  meeting  the  Chairman  was  Mrs. 
Janet  Ainslie,  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  opened  the  discussion.

The  second  meeting  was  held  on  1st  July,  1948,  when  approxi- 
mately 150  persons  attended.  The  Chairman  was  Councillor 
E.  O.  S.  D’Lonra,  member  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  and 
the  discussion  was  opened  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

At  both  meetings,  the  lecturer  was  Dr.  R.  Ewart  Jones, 
M.R.C.S.,  B.Sc.,  D.P.H.,  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service,  Hereford.  Generally  the  project  was  successful,  the 
attendance  very  good  and  the  lectures  were  given  in  simple  but 
informative  phraseology.  Co-operation  between  the  food  trades 
and  the  Health  Department  was  much  improved  as  a result.
